4. Claims 1-4, 7, 8, 11-14, 17, 18, 21, 22, 24-26, and 28-31 are allowed.

The available prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious a damper 

mechanism or a clutch disk assembly comprising a first/input and second/output rotary 
member a damper section/member including a intermediate rotary member, the 
intermediate member having a gourd-shaped hole including a first hole, a second hole 
being configured to overlap with the first hole and the first hole having a diameter larger 
than the second hole a protruding section being an intersection of the first and second 
holes, a friction mechanism including a pin being configured to extend in the gourd- 
shaped hole, a friction suppressing mechanism, and an elastic member being 
configured to soften impact between said pin and said protruding section, and in 
combination with the remaining limitations.
